Cruisers. Destroyers and Submarines 
Not Limited by Agreements of 
Washington Conference 


Washington, Fob 10—(U.R)—Presi­ 
dent Coolidge today proposed to the 
governments 
of 
Great 
Britain, 
France, Italy and Japan that limi­ 
tation of cruisers, destroyers 
and 
submarines 
be 
discussed 
at 
the 
forthcoming 
Geneva 
disarmament 
meeting. 
The president sent to congress a 
message announcing presentation of 
his proposal to the powers 
through 
the American ambassadors to 
the 
nations involved. 
Cruisers, destroyers and submar­ 
ines were not limited by agreements 
reached at the Washington disarma­ 
ment conference in 1922. 
In congress the feeling developed 
rapidly that tin* Coolidge proposal 
probably would be fruitless due 
to 
foreign opposition, 
notably 
from 
France. 
Jt was anticipated American pub­ 
lic opinion would welcome tin1 con­ 
ference plan, but that this 
would 
not suffice to overcome foreign anti­ 
pathy. 
The president took issue with for­ 
eign governments which have argued 
at previous sessions t» f the Geneva 
arms conference that problems 
of 
land, air and sea arms limitations 
are inseparable. 
He repeated the American conten­ 
tion that naval limitation should 
be 
dealt with immediately by the chief 
naval powers, leaving land and air 
limitation for regional agreements. 
“ The American government,” 
he 
said, “ feels that land and air arm a­ 
ments constiute essentially regional 
agreements. The American army and 
air force are at minimum strength. 
. 
1 
Agreement for land and air limita­ 
tion in other regions of the world 
would not be dependent upon the re- 
ducation or limitation 
of American 
land and air forces.” 
His memorandum also 
“ admitted 
reluctantly” 
that political 
condi­ 
tions in some countries might ren­ 
der impossible a solution ol the uni­ 
versal armament problem, but held 
the conference at Geneva could be­ 
gin with the navy proposals. 
His 
proposal 
was for a 
naval 
arms limitation conference at Gene­ 
va, paralleling the preparatory com­ 
mission’s v deliberations * there, 
in 
which America has been constantly 
represented. 
The conference would have plen­ 
ary powers and be cpiite 
indepen­ 
dent of the commission work. In ot­ 
her words, Coolidge seeks 
through 
the new Geneva meeting to arrange 
for a new agreement on 
limitations 
of the smaller 
war 
craft, 
which 
were not dealt with at the \\ ashing- 
ton conference. 
Mr. Coolidge 
frankly 
expressed 
his fear that insistence on a univer­ 
sal disarmament plan in 
the pre­ 
paratory commission meetings would 
result in a deadlock on disarmament.

COMPARED WITH WASHINGTON 


Lincoln Felt Pcwer to Use Mind Ra­ 
ther Than Muscles Was Key To 
Success, Speaker Says 


“ Lincoln, a God 
Called 
Man,” 
was the subject of an address de­ 
livered today noon at the Kiwanis 
club by the Rev. B. F. Cato, in which 
the speaker 
eulogized 
the 
great 
emancipator. 
“ It is not a question of material,” 
he said, in opening his address, “ but 
what we are going to eliminate from 
the vast source of .good things that 
are at hand to say concerning the 
life of Abraham Lincoln. 
“ In some respects the year 
1809 
was the most eventful of the 19th 
century, ” the Revfl Mr. Cato said, 
and assigned his reasons, he contin­ 
ued, “ Its eventfulness lies in 
the 
fact that it was the birth year of a 
group of men whose lives and la­ 
bours are monumental. It gave 
to 
poetry the erratic but brilliant Fd- 
gar Allen Poe, the witty Oliver Wen­ 
dell Holmes, and 
the 
great 
lyric 
master, Alfred Tennyson. 
“ It gave to 'music 
Chopin 
and 
Mendelssohn, 
to 
science 
Charles 
Darwin, and to Great Britain, A\il- 
liam E. Gladstone. 
The year 1809 
was also the birth year of Samuel F. 
Smith, author of ‘My Country 
Tis 
of Thee/ but that which makes the 
year ever memorable to Americans 
is the fact that, on the 12th day of 
the second month, it gave to 
the 
world the great-hearted patriot, Ab­ 
raham Lincoln.” 
Continuing the Rev. Alt*. Cato re­ 
called the 
critical 
moments 
since 
the beginning of time, when heroes 
were born to turn the tide, or save 
the day. 
George 
Washington 
ap­ 
peared when the colonists were di­ 
vided and distracted in their, weak­ 
ness, and when the Union was toter- 
ing to its fall out of a rude cabin in 
the 
western 
wilds 
of 
Kentucky, 
emerged Lincoln. 
“ Washington had been dead only 
ten years,” continued the speaker, 
“ when Lincoln was born and these 
two giants, with hands outstretched, 
with onl^ the space of ten years be­ 
tween their 
fingers, 
spanned 
the 
birth, the growth and salvation 
of 
the American commonwealth.” 
* 
i 
He pointed out the differences be­ 
tween these heroes, in complexion, 
in physical and intellectual consti­ 


t u t i o n and especially ill enviionmeut. | 
Washington’s parents were wealthv, 
and Lincoln’s father was poor. When 
Washington- w as inaugurated, pres­ 
ident, he was said to have been the 
wealthiest man in the 1 nited States, 
but 
Lincoln never did 
have much 
money. Washington wore silk stock­ 
ings, and Lincoln never had a pair 
on his feet until he was grown, and 
there were other numerous compar­ 
isons between the two great leaders. 
“ For both work and play, Lincoln 
“had one great advantage,” the Rev. 
Air. Cato said. “ He early 
readied 
the unusual heigth of six feet four 
inches, and his long arms gave him 
a degree of power as an axman. He 
could outrun, outlift, outwrestle his 
boyish companions, and 
lie could 
chop faster, split more rails in 
a 
day, carry a heavier log or excel the 
neighborhood champion in any feat 
of frontier athletics. 
“ He felt instinctively 
that 
the 
power of using the mind rather than 
the m uscles was the key to success. 
He wished not only to wrestle, but 
be able to talk like a preacher, spell 
and cipher like a school master, a r­ 
gue like a lawyer, and write like an 
editor. ” 
The speaker told of 
the 
early 
hardships that Lincoln endured when 
a bov, and the education which 
he 
obtained. The trials that he endured 
at the death of his mother, and 
her 
plea to him to “ be somebodv, Abe." 
“ Lincoln was a Bible-built m an’’, 
declared the minister. “ It was 
his 
only text book, he knew it. loved it 
and rarely made a speech in which 
it did not play a conspicuous 
part.

President Coolidge’s proposal for

sentations Made To. Powers 


A QUESTION FOR GENEVA 


Cruisers, Destroyers and Submarines 


Not Limited by Agreements of 


Washington Conference 


Washington, Feb 10—fll.R>—Presi- 


dent Co.olidge today proposed to the 
governments 
of Great 
Britain, 


France, Italy and Japan that limi- 
tation of cruisers, destroyers 
and 


submarines be discussed at the 
forthcoming 
Geneva 
disarmament 


meeting. 


The president sent to congress a 


message announcing presentation of 
his proposal to the powers through 
.the American ambassadors to the 
nations .involved. 


Cruisers, destroyers and submar- 


ines were not limited by agreements 
reached at the Washington disarma- 
ment (conference in 1922. 


In congress the feeling developed 


rapidly that the "Coolidge proposal 
probably would be fruitless due to 
foreign opposition, 
notably 
from 


France. 


It was anticipated American pub- 


lic opinion would welcome the con- 
ference 'plan, Iwt that this 
would 


not suffice to overcome foreign anti- 
pathy. 


The president took issue with for- 


eign governments which have argued 
at previous sessions of the Geneva 
arms conference that .problems 
of 


Ipud, air and sea arms limitations 
are inseparable. 


He repeated the American conten- 


tion that naval limitation should be 
dealt with immediately Jiy, the chief 
naval powers, leaving land and air 
limitation for regional agreements. 


"The American government," he 


said, "fce'ls that land and air arma- 
ments coustioite essentially regional 
agreements. The American army and 
air force are at minimum strength. 
Agreement for land and air limita- 
tion in other regions of the world 
•would not ibe dependent upon the re- 
ducation or limitation of American 
land And air forces." 


• His memorandum also 
"admitted 


reluctantly" that political 
condi- 


tions in some (countries might ren- 
der impossible a solution of the uni- 
versal armament problem, but held 
the conference at Geneva could be- 
gin with the -navy proposals. 


His proposal 'was for a naval 


arms limitation conference at Gene- 
ra, paralleling the preparatory coin- 
mission's * deliberations ' there, id 
which America has been constantly 
represented. 


The conference would have plen- 


ary powers and be quite indepen- 
dent of the commission work. In ot- 
her words, Coolidge seeks 
through 


the new Geneva meeting to arrange 
for a new agreement on 
limitations 


of the smaller war craft, 
which 


were not dealt with at the Washing- 
ton conference. 


Mr. Coolidge frankly 
expressed 


his fear that insistence on a univer- 
sal disarmament plan in the pre- 
paratory commission meetings would 
result in a deadlock on disarmament.

Lincoln Felt Pcwer to Use Mind Ra- 
ther Than Muscles Was Key To 


Success,. Speaker Says 


"Lincoln, a God Called Man,'' 


was the subject of an address de 
livered today noon at the1 Kiwanis 
club by tlhe Rev. B. F. Cato, iu which 
the speaker 
eulogized 
the 
great 


emancipator. - 


"It is not a question of material,"' 


he said, in opening his address, "but 
.what we are going to eliminate from 
the vast' source of .good things that 
are ait hand to say concerning the 
life of Abraham Lincoln. 


"In some respects the year 
1809 


was the most eventful of the 19th 
century," the Revfl Mr. Cato said, 
and assigned his reasons, he contin- 
ued, 
"Its eveiilfulness lies in the 


fact that it was the birth year of a 


of men whose lives and la- 


lionrs arc monumental.. It gave 
to 


poetry the erratic but 'brilliant -iRd- 
gar Alien Poe, the witty Oliver Wen- 
doll Holmes, and 
the great 
lyric 


master, Alfred Tennyson. 


"It gave to inusic 
Chopin and 


Mendelssohn, 
to 
science Charles 


Darwin, and to Great Britain, Wil- 
liam E. Gladstone. The year 1809 
was also the .birth year of Samuel F. 
Smith, aulhor of 'My Country 'Tis 
of Thee,' .but that which makes the 
year ever memorable to Americans 
is the fairt tfiat 011 the 12th day of 
Jje second month, it gave to 
the 


vorld the great-hearted patriot, A<!i- 
rahain Lincoln." 


Continuing the Tiev. Mr. Cato re- 


plied the critical moments 
since 


the beginning of time, 'when heroes 
were born to turn the tide, or save 
the day. George Washington ap- 
>carc<l when the colonists were di- 
vided jincl distracted in their, weak- 
ness, and when the Union was toter- 
ing to its fall out of a rude cabin in 


of Kentucky, 
the western wilds 
(•merited Lincoln. 
, 


" Washington had been dead only 


ten years," continued the speaker, 
"when Lincoln was born and these 
two giants, with hands outstretched, 
with oulj the spate of 'ten years be- 
tween their fingers, spanned 
the 


birth, the growth arid salvation of 
the American r-ommoanvcalth.'' 


He pointed out the differences be- 


tween these heroes, in complexion, 
in ph.vpiral and intellectual consti- 
tution and especially in environment. 
Washington's parents were wealthy, 
and Lincoln's father was poor. When 
Washington--was inaugurated, pros-' 
idcnt, be .was said to have been the 
wealthiest man in the United States, 
,!mt Lincoln never did have much 
money. Washington 'wore silk stock- 
iims, and Lim-ciln never had * pan- 
on his feet until he wap grown, and 
there were other numerous eompar- 


ns between the two great leaders. 
'For 'both work and play, Lincoln 


•had one great advantage," the Rev. 
Mr. Cato said. "He early 
reached 


the unusual heigth of six feet four 
inches, and his long arms gave him 
a degree of power as an axman. He 
could outrun, outlift, outwrestle his 
iboyish companions, and 
he could 


chop faster, split more rajls in a 
day, carry a heavier log or excel the 
neighborhood champion in any feat 
of frontier athletics. 


"He felt instinctively, that the 


power of using the mind rather than 
tlie muscles was the key to success. 
He wished not only to •wrestle, but 
be able to talk like a preacher, spell 
and cipber"like a school master, ar- 
gue like a lawyer, and write like an 
editor." 


The speaker told of the 
early 


hardships that Lincoln endured when 
a boy, and the education which he 
obtained. Th? trials that he endured 
at the death of his mother, and her 
plea to him to "be somebody, Abe."
